Holderfield noted 
that his drive was used 
regularly by the general pu- 
blic coming and going from 
WELB, while the drive across 
the road only went to a pri- 
vate home that had not been 
lived in over two years. The 
commissioners and the county 
engineer gave several possi- 
ble reasons, the most promi- 


nate one being, ‘‘I don’t know.”’

Schools Announce Guidelines For 


Use InApproving Free Lunch Students 


The Elba City Board of 
Education and the Coffee Coun- 
ty Board ef Education have an- 
nounced a free meal, free milk 
and reduced price meal poli- 
cy for school children unable 
to pay the full price of meals 
served in schools under the Na- 


tional School Lunch, School 
Breakfast and Special Milk Pro- 
grams. 

Local school officials have 
adopted the following family- 
size income criteria for use in 
determining eligibility. 

Children from families whose 
income is at or below those 
shown are eligible for free 
meals, free milk and/or re- 
duced-price meals. In addi- 
tion, families not meeting these 
criteria but with other unusual 


expenses due to unusually high 
medical expenses, shelter costs 
in excess of 30% of income, 
special education expenses due 
to the mental or physical con- 
dition of a child, and disaster 
or casualty losses are urged 
to apply. 

They may do so by com- 
pleting the application forms 
sent home with a letter to par- 
rents. Additional copies are 
available at the principal’s of- 
fice in each school. The infor- 
mation provided on the appli- 
cation is confidential and will 
be used only for the purpose 
of determining eligibility. Ap- 
plications may be submitted any 
time during the school year. 

In certain cases, foster 


children are also eligible for 


these benefits. If a family 
has such children living with 
them and wishes to apply for 
such meals and milk for them, 
they should contact the school. 

In the operation of child 
feeding programs, no child will 
be discriminated against be- 
cause of race, sex, color, or 
national origin. 

Under the provision of the 
policy the prinicipal of each 
school will review the appli- 
cations and determine eligibi- 
lity. 

If a. parent is dissatisfied 
with the ruling of the official 
he may wish to duscuss it in 
more detail with that official. 
If a parent wishes to review 
the ruling further after discus- 
sing with the school, he has a 
right to a fair hearing. This 


-can be done by making a re- 
quest either orally or in writ- 
ting to Mr. J. H. Baker, Su- 
perintendent of Education of 
County Schools, P. O. Box D, 
Elba, Al., or Elmer Taylor, 
Superintendent of Education of 
Elba Schools, P. O. Drawer 
F, Elba, Al. Hearing pro- 
cedures are outlined in the 
policy. 

If a family member be- 
comes unemployed or if the 
family size changes, the fam- 
ily should contact the school 
to file a new application. Such 


changes may make the children 
of the family eligible for re- 
duced price meals, free meals 
or milk if the family income 
falls at or below the ‘level 
shown above.

This was ap- 
proved by the city council in 
an open meeting with the bank 
agreeing to pay all expenses. 
The work on the bank’s proper- 
ty is being done by a private 
contractor. This appears to be 
completely within the law. 

{ Several years ago it was 
customary for the city to in- 
stall sewage lines in new sub- 
divisions, even before the 
streets were accepted as pub- 
lic property. It was brought 
to the attention of city of- 
ficials that this practice was 
and is against the law, even 
with the land owner paying for 
the materials. However, after 
the subdivision has been ac- 
copted as public streets, there 
is no restriction on installing 
sewer, water, electricity, etc. 
This is the case in the Rowe 
subdivision, according to of- 
ficials. They indicate the pro- 
perty was accepted by the city 
several years agoand therefore 
the work now being done is le- 
gal. Also pointed out by the 
mayor is that Elba should be 
grateful that Miss Rowe is pay- 
ing for the materials and the 
oe is only furnishing the la-

The voters of Alabama are being conditioned for another 
special session of the Alabama legislature. None of the 
politicians want to return to the spotlight, but a number of 
things have been left undone and must be handled, it seems. 
What scares me, however, is not these things that must be 
done, but the things the political types will do to push their 
own chances with voters a step higher or lower the chances 
6f someone else. Either way it will not be a five day session! 


Ye ole editor had some folks jumping a few weeks ago” We 
received a call about county equipment doing work in a drive- 
way and went forth with the trusty camera. Well before it 
was over, it seems everybody, who was anybody, had been 
called or visited about the matter. About 10 p.m., Commis- 
sioner Jack Hornsby called and said a group had just left 
his house. Now most of the time politicians deny knowledge 
of anything, but Jack said it was done at his instructions! 
Later the county engineer and lawyer both explained the work 
was legal. Engineer Mullins admitted, however, that the pro- 
per easement was not signed until after the work was done 
and after the picture was made. Everyone was being so ho- 
nest, I was at a loss for words, but finally concluded that this 
is maybe a new political move starting up. Anyway (honest 
folks or new politics) it was appreciated, 


We received three letters this week that we are not going 
to publish. None were signed, but that is the reason for with- 
holding. All three letters deal with personalities, mostly 

elected officials in our city. It has long been a concern of 
ye ole editor that the constant criticism of shortcomings 
does little to improve most situations and actually may make 
matters worse. One of our letters was obviously written by 
a close friend or member of Mayor Folsom’s family and 
took the council to task. Another letter spoke harsher of 
Folsom than anything we have seen on paper. We don’t com- 
pletely agree with either of these letter writers and while 
we ‘defend to the death their right to say it,’’ we also feel 
this has got to stop somewhere. We are getting considerable 
feedback from the public showing concern that the happen- 
ing at City Hall for the past several months have stopped 
being funny and have got to be overcome in some way, be- 
cause three more years of such (regardless of who goofed) 
is more than Elba can afford. It has been suggested that if 
there is any person causing the hangup at City Hall, the other 

people should work around that person(s) and do some- 

thing positive for Elba. Ye ole editor hereby goes on record 
as believing that there is enough common sense and experience 
among our elected officials to move Elba in the direction 
the public wants to move. 


This doesn’t mean we will doctor the news stories on the front 
page. We tried that the first few months of this administra- 
tion and got more criticism than we could justify. However, 
we are, going to try confining our comments to actual facts 
and no comments of disgust on this page. 


The third letter we received this week was about a school 


official. This unknown writer was taking Assistant Princi- 
pal Roland Powell to task, and calling for the public to rise 

up and get him fired. Well I happen to know he has his job 
because the parents DID rise up and demand something be 
done about the things happening in the school’ If any such 
“dump Roland’ group gets going they are sure to meet the 
parents who still believe in punishment and expelling for 
breaking rules. The writer spoke of an assault on a per- 

son apparently thrown out of school and in jail awaiting trans- 
fer. We checked this and found that an eighteen year old

BIKE SAFETY 


CHECK YOUR BIKE FOR 
SAFETY

Frequently you will see 
men looking under the hood 
of their cars, checking under- 
neath the car, and generally 
looking the car over. If you 
were to walk up and ask them 
what the grumbleis most would 
tell you nothing was wrong 
but it is always best to check 
over any vehicle before some- 
thing goes wrong. This is 
called a ‘‘safety check."’ 

In making a safety check 
on your bike, which you should 
make a practice of doing at 
least once each week, there 
are many things to look and 
examine for. Z 
_ Wheels: Probably the most 
important parts of your bike 
are the wheels since they make 
it possible for the bike to move. 
It is logical then that the wheels 
should get careful atten- 
tion. Check the spokes and 
see that they are secure. If 
one is loose, tighten it with 
your spoke wrench, obtainable 
at any bike shop. Turn your 
bike upside down and roll the 


, Wheels by hand to see if the 


wheels are straight. If not, 
have them straightened ata bike 
Shop until you learn how to do 
this properly. (If you over- 
tighten the spokes this can cause 
the wheel to be crooked.) See 
that the nuts, holding your 
wheels on, are firmly tight, 
but here again, do not over- 
tighten. Make sure the wheels 
do not rub as they go around. 

Brakes: Your bike brake 
Should stop the bike fast e- 
nough to skid tires on dry, 
clean pavement. If they do not 
have them adjusted. Test your 
brakes in vour driveway or 
other area off the street. 

Lights: As mentioned in 
lesson 1, take your bike lights 
apart, remove the batteries, 
wipe them off with a clean, 
soft cloth. Also wipe out the 
inside of the light casings be- 
fore replacing batteries. Keep 
the rear reflector clean and 
give the same care to your 
rear light as you do your head- 
light 

Chain: Check your chain 
and the chain guard. The chain 
should have just a little ‘‘play’ 
in it. <A few drops of oil 
on the chain weekly is good

Do 
not raise handle bars above 
the position where you can 
grasp them, without reaching 

ove your chest, when sitt- 
ing on the seat of your bike. 

Reflective tapes: It is a 
good idea, in addition to your 
rear light and reflector, to 
strip your rear fender with re- 
felctive tape. Check your tape 
on your weekly check-ups and 
replace it when it dulls or be 
gins to peel. ° 

Horn: See tbat you have 
either a horn ofa bell, and be 
sure it works. If not, replace 
it if if cannot be fixed. 

Tires: Check tires for 
proper pressure. It is a good 
idea to have a tire gauge of 
your own. Proper tire pressure 
is usually shown on the side 
of each tire. 

Cleaning: Clean your bike 


regularly. A clean bike will 
last longer, ride better and 
be safer. When you wash it 


down, be sure to puta few drops 
of oil on the moving parts when 
finished. 


QUESTIONS: 


Spokes that are too tight or 
too loose can cause bike wheels 
to be wobbly. 


If your brakes don’t skid the 
tires on dry pavement, they 
need adjustment.

The Amer- 
ican Cancer Society believes 
that a carefully chosen gene- 
ral medical insurance policy 
is better than special so-called 
“cancer insurance’ _ poli- 
cies which may unnecessarily 
duplicate the coverage a per- 
son may receive from a re- 
gular policy--and at extra cost.

We are hearing much these 
days about high blood pres- 
sure, known medically as hy- 
pertension. 

For several years concerted 
national programs to discover 
and treat this most common 
of human ills have been under 
way, and the American Medi- 
cal Association and others have 
kept up the educational push. 

What is blood pressure? 

A pamphlet from the AMA 
explains that your heart and 
blood vessels make up your 
body’s blood distribution (cir- 
culatory) system, upon which 
all life processes depend. Un- 
der pressure, your blood car- 
ries food and oxygen to and 
removes waste products from 
every cell in your body. 

Blood pressure is main- 
tained by your heart in your 
arteries, and blood is pumped 
through your lungs where it 
picks up a fresh supply of oxy- 
gen and eliminates carbon di- 
oxide. It then flows to the 
left side or your heart and is 
ready for another trip through 
your body. 

What causes high blood pres- 


e? 

In most cases the answer 
is not known. In at least 
90 per cent of the people with 
high blood pressure no under- 


lying disorder can be found. 
These people are said to have 
“essential hypertension.’’ In 
the other 10 per cent, some ~ 
causes are diseases of the kid- 
neys, conditions affecting the a- > 
drenal glands atop each kidney, 
narrowing of the body’s largest 
artery (aorta), defects in other 
arteries, and disorders of the 
nervous system. 

Whatever its cause, untreated 
hypertension can do irrepara- 
ble damage to vital body organs 
and result in early death. The 
heart is the organ most 
commonly damaged. The higher 
the pressure, the harder the 
heart must work. Hypertension 
also contributes to fatty de- 
posits in the arterial walls 
(atherosclerosis). Thus the 
blood supply to the heart will 
diminish. This change may re- 
sult in chest pain on exercise 
Sede or even in serious in- 

ury to part of the heart mus- 
cle (myocardial infarction, or 
heart attack). 


High blood pressure can 
be treated successfully and kept 
under contro) in almost cases. 
Drug therapy and alterations 
in life style can keep high blood 
pressure from killing you.

All or part of the 
bonds may be refunded

Driggers was killed instantly 


the night of September 2, 1964, 
as he accompanied a deputy 
sheriff, serving a peace war- 
rant to a home in Elba. Drig- 
gers was serving as assistant 
police chief at the time and 
news reports of the incident 
call him ‘“‘one of the best po- 


lice officers in the state.’’ He 
was 40 years old at the time 
of the shooting. A color pic- 
ture of Driggers hangs pro- 
minately in the Elba police 
department. 

The dedication was approved 
by the Elba City Council several 
weeks ago, and several people 


The Elba City Council meet- 
ing of Tuesday, September 6, 
was probably the shortest and 
quietest meeting on record for 
this group. The entire meeting 
was over shortly after 8:30p.m. 
after starting at 7.

Rescue Squad Involved In Wreck 


An Elba rescue squad am- 
bulance enroute to a Dothan 
hospital with a patient was in- 
volved in a two car accident 
last Friday night in Dothan. 
The ambulance, driven by Fred 
Moore, was taking Elba foot- 
ball player Don Bradshaw to 
Dothan for a leg injury re- 
ceived in the Elba-Geneva ball- 
game. 

Six people were injured in 
the accident including Deloris 
Johnson of Cottondale, F1., dri- 
ver of the other car, Moore and 
four people in the ambulance. 
The patient being transfered 
was strapped down and was not 
hurt. 

The other ‘injured! included 
Michael Bryan and Gina Gold- 
en, both new members of the 
rescue squad, alone for the ex- 
perience, Jeff Driggers and 
Lloyd Driggers. 

A Dothan ambulance wasdis- 
patched to transport the injured 
to the hospital. Mrs. Golden 
was the only one kept over- 
night, and she was later re- 
leased. 

The police report indicates 
that the car turned in front of 
the ambulance at the inter- 
section of the Ross Clark Cir- 
cle and Hodgeville Road. The 
light was green according to 
witnesses. The car and ambu- 


lance were meeting each other, 
and the car turned across the 
opposite lane, and the ambu- 
lance hit the car in the right 
side. 

Police officers on the scene 
and the police report indicate 
that the ambulance was travel- 
ing about 35 miles an hour with 
all emergency equipment opera- 
ting (red lights and siren) and 
had the green light and ‘‘entered 
the intersection cautiously.’’ 

The report also indicated

that the driver of the car was 
drinking, failed to yield the 
right of way, and was also 
charged with inattention. 


Damage to the 1972 Ford 
car was estimated to be at 
least $1000, and damage to 
the 1969 ambulance was esti- 
mated to be between one and 
two thousand dollars. 

This was not Elba's newest 
ambulance. They have two 
other rescue units.
